A m ajority of the new spapers edi­ 
torially approve of P resident Roose­ 
velt’s advocacy of a strong arm y and 
navy In order to preserve “ the peace 
of justice.” and acquit Mr. Roosevelt 
of any jingo aims. Some, on the other 
hand, consider the m essage injurious 
to the ideals of disarm am ent and a r­ 
bitration. 
The Dally Graphic, for ex­ 
ample,

strengthen the advocaies of bloated 
arm am ents in every country." 
The Daily Telegraph pays a tribute 
to P resident Roosevelt’s “courageous 
recognition of thorny problems,” and 
says:
